“These 
snipers are the ones that the D em ­ 
ocrats would miss the least if t h e y , 
are defeated.” 
Aiken declined to identify them j 
but an increasing n u m b e r of Dem- | 
ocrats, both in and out of Con­ 
gress, have been publicly criticis­ 
ing the President and his adm in is­ 
tration recently. 
Duff said he saw no political 
indications in the weekend trips 
the President and Mrs. Eisenhow­ 
er are making to their farm home 
in Pennsylvania. They are there 
this weekend. 
“T h a t ’s the most natural thing 
in the w'orld,” Duff said. “After 
all, as a soldier this is his firs* 
real home. He could continue to 
spend much time there during a 
second te rm .”
